WASHINGTON, Jan. 2—<<<P)—The 


House of the record-smashing 76th 
Congress adjourned its last session 
this afternoon, but the senate lead- 
ership called for a final meeting 
of that branch tomorrow morning. 


House adiournment'came at 1:31 


p. m,, eastern standard time, 368 
days after this Congress opened ita 
third session on January 3, 1940. 


The Senate leadership's 
deter- 


mination to meet tomorrow tech- 
nically added one more day to the 
session, giving it an official life of 
367 days, as compared with the 
previous longest session of 354 days 
in the world war years of 1917-18. 
No more legislation, however, 


could be enacted, 
and 
multiple 


problems, of defense, taxation, for- 
eign policy, domestic economy and 
monetary questions were 
passed 


over to the 77th Congress which 
comes into existence at noon to- 
morrow. 
The length of the session was 


attributed to the expressed deter- 
mination of the lawmakers to stay 
here during the 
troubled 
war 
months. Several attempts to end 
the session during the Fall were 
voted down decisively. 
The great theme of argument 


continued throughout the 
dying 
hours of the session to be Ameri- 
ca's 
relations to the conflict in 
Europe. In the House, shortly be- 
fore adjournment, Representative 
Cox (D.-Ga.) asserted that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's Sunday night ad- 
dress on defense and aid lo Britain 
was "in effect a declaration 
of 
war."

INDICATED THAT NEW YEAR TO 


DECIDE WINNER OF GREAT WAR 
WHICH MAY ALSO END THIS YEAR

This New Year should give us a 
fair chance—perhaps within the 
first half—to determine the winner 
of the European war. 
As a matter of fact I Imagine 


moat readers already have made 
up their minds—perhaps with the 
heln of a bit of wlahful thinking— 
as to where the laurels will rest. 
Still, we shall be amart to remem- 
ber that the favorite doesn't al- 
ways win. 
We may see a radical change In 
the situation in a short time. There 
is a possibility that the conflict 
may be ended this year. 
I Believe we should be able to 


pick the champion if and when 
Herr Hitler has tried his projected 
Invasion of England, against which 
the Britong are guarding night and 
day. 
The consequences of that op- 
eration will be so far-reaching that 
he la likely either to emerge the 
conqueror of Europe, or a badly 
beaton man who may atlll hang on 
for a time but ultimately 
must 
succumb. 


Invasion of England Is, in my 


view, the only chance of a very 
quick decision. If the nazl chief 
findi this too risky, w« §hall have 


to await other major moves and 
the conflict will be drawn out. 


There is indication that Hitler 


will make the invasion gamble if 
he thinks there IB a possibility of 
success. Most neutral military ex- 
perts thinks the odds are heavily 
against him. So far as appears now, 
the only way he could achieve it 
would be to produce sufficient air 
superiority to crush England be- 
fore trying to land troops. 
Last week after I had spoken in 


New York before the American Aa- 
aoctation of Teachers of Journal- 
lam, a member of the 
audience 
came to me and said: 
"A year ago I heard you atate 


you thought grains of wheat would 
have more to do with the outcome 
of the war than would bullets, that 
is, that 
economic 
atrungulatio 


would be the winning factor. Do 
you still believe that?" 


I told him yea. The British block- 


ade which la raising havoc with 
axis resources is far stronger than 
it was a year ago, The whole con- 
tinent now IB blockaded as the re- 
sult of the nazl occupation of nou- 
tral countries.

An editor said to me recently, 


"people are fed up with war news." 
We talked of the widespread spec- 
tator state of mind, which looks 
upon 
the 
awesome 
dispatches 


from overseas as a mere form of 
reader Interest. War news must 
compete with sports news, society 
news, comic strips, local happen- 
ing! and entertainment features. 


Both of us regarded this as a 


horrible state of affair*. 
Is the 


general public so lacking In pro- 
portioned judgment, 
In 
primary 


imagination and 
In ordinary hu- 


man sympathy, that It can look 
upon this spectacle of a world's 
wounds and woe In other than a 
mood of intense concern and com- 
passion? Even the menace to our 
peace does not stir most of us. 


Heluctantly, my friend and I ad- 


mitted that people generally have 
not faced up to the real nature of 
the suffering that has descended 
upon mankind. We were tempora- 
rily aroused by the bombings of 
London, by the collapse of Fr -re 
and the little nations of Rurope, 
by the rape of Nanking, by the 
U-boat sinkings of passenger ships 
by the heroic 
resistance 
of Fin- 


land, and by the sinister confer- 
ences of Europe's great 
powers. 


But Interest noon lagged, as these 
tragedies 
became 
commonplace. 


They lost their value as new sen- 
sations. So, "On with the danea!" 


The Bookseller's Opinion. 


In a word, we confess that our 


times lack the deep spirit of com- 
passion which 
dominated Jesus. 


Of course, there are myriad* who 
do care, and who work and give 
toward the alleviation of the suf- 
ferings of the stricken. This earth 
would be an Intolerable place were 
it not for the leavening lump of 
brotherhood. But most of us are 
heedless, and engrossed In our own 
petty selfishnesses. The sorrow of 
mankind does not weigh upon our 
spirits. 


I asked th« manager of a popu- 


lar book-store In a railway term- 
inal, whether he had much call for 
religious books. "Practically none," 
he replied, "People seem 
to be 


llRhtmlnded dowadays. Perhaps," 
he added, "that is what Is the mat- 
ter with the Country." 


He was right. While his sale of 


religious literature does not reflect 
the experience of other bookstores, 
since his customers are 
mostly 


travellers, his generalization as to 
public light-mindedness 
Is true. 


Only some drastic personal or na- 
tional experience will arouse peo- 
ple generally to an awareness of 
the world's woe; and the need for 
compassionate hearts. "Sympathy" 
means "to suffer with." 


One Famous Healing. 


In the synagogue which Jtsus 


attended that 
Sabbath—for 
He 
went regularly to church, 
even 


when tho preaching was poor and 
the congregation was uncongenial 
—there was a poor, bent woman 
who had been a confirmed Invalid 
for eighteen years. She -was Just 
one of the commonplace 
proces- 


sion of physical sufferers to be 
found everywhere 
and 
always. 


Her neighbors took 
her 
Illness 
heedlessly. 


But Jesus 
did not. He 
never 


looked upon suffering without an 
Impulse to heal. That was His na- 
ture, and the nature of the Father 
whom He represented. The hall- 
mark of all God's loyal children Is 
compassion. We are recreant to 
the Family tradition and charac- 
ter If wo are 
not helpers of the 


suffering. To cheer the sick, to 
Rive transportation to the 
crip- 


pled, to read to the blind, to write 
to the boi'oaved—those are all pri- 
mary Christian duties. 


In the case of the poor woman 


In the synagogue (How the afflict- 
ed naturally turn to religion for 
comfort!), Jesus did not wait for 
her to ask His help. When He saw 
her pitiable, deformed body, and 
her pain-etched faco, He 
volun- 


teered help. Her need 
was 
call 


enough. Ho laid His hand 
upon 


sufferer and 
bade her be whole 
and strong again.

Continuing the gradual expan- 
sion of the cattle, dairying and 
poultry Industry and the general 
diversification program the farm- 
ers of Navarro county are look- 
ing forward to an 
exceptionally 


good year In 1941. 
Only one real 
dark cloud shows on the horizon, 
lack of foreign markets for cot- 
ton, and already congress is dis- 
cussing plans for more extensive 
aid to the growers to offset the 
loss to a great extent. 


With only a slight reduction In 


parity and conservation funds for 
the year, the farmers are expect- 
ed to receive approximately $776,- 
000 from that source for co-opera- 
tion with the government In its 
soil conservation pr.ogram. 
Any 
additional 
payments 
authorized 


by congress to offset the loss of 
foreign markets will b« added to 
the income received through the 
government program. 


Production of cotton has been 
practically stabilized in this coun- 
ty by the government program 
and the average for the past few 
years might reasonably be expect- 
ed. Combined with the parity and 
conservation 
payments this as- 
sures the farmers a set Income, 
which will b« greatly augmented 
by the cattle, poultry, feed and 
dairy program. 


Price* Stabilized. 
Expenses of the farmers will 
not be greatly Increased, if at all, 
during the year. 
Prices on all 
necessary supplies have been fair- 
ly well stabilized, labor will 
be 


plentiful despite the preparedness 
program and the crop should be 
made with a minimum of 
ex- 
pense, allowing the farmers 
per- 


haps a greater net Income than 
In 19*0. 
The 1940 conservation payments 
amounting to $425,000, will start 
early In the year, probably 
Jan- 


uary, giving the farmers money 
at the first of the year and elim- 
inating to a great extent the nec- 
essity of borrowing money to start 


1 (he crop. 
The 1941 parity pay- 


-nt.i amounting to an estimated 
ro.OOO, will be paid next fall. 
No figures are available for the 


, income derived from the sale ot 


feed, cattle, hogs, chickens, dairy 
products and other farm commod- 
ities, but It must run Into the 
hundredg of thousands of dollars 
each year. As the diversification 
program expands the Income from 
these sources increases and 1941 
lg expected to see the greatest 
increase since the program started.

HASBEENSJATTERED 


TOTAL 193JTDEATH NUM- 
BERS PASSED EARLY IN DE- 
CEMBER, 1940, IS REPORT 


AUSTIN, Jan. 2.—(Spl.)—though 


a new year has begun, state pol- 
lice are still counting the traffic 
dead of 1940. 
Not until Jan. 18 will a complete 


count be available, but already 
enough fatalities have been tallied 
to convince Col. Homer Garrison, 
Jr., state police director, that 
the state's record of perennial de- 
crease In the ratio of deaths to 
miles traveled has been shatter- 
ed.Early In December the 1939 to- 
tal of 1,583 traffic deaths was 
broken. 
Then more and more 
deaths piled up during the re- 
mender of the year's most danger- 
ous month, which 
Includes the 


Christmas and New Year's Eve 
slaughters. Reports to date Indl1 
cate that an earlier estimate of 
180 deaths for December, bringing 
tho year's toll to approximately 
1,733, will stand up. 
And If these figures prove cor- 
rect, the number of deaths per 
100,000,000 miles of travel 
will 


have Increased from the all-time 
low of 10.41 in 1939 to at least 
10.83. 
Death Increase Nine Percent 
Incomplete figures Indicate an 
Increase 
of 
approximately nine 


percent in traffic deaths and of 
alx percent 
in vehicular travel 


during 1940, bringing 
tho 
total 


mileage to approximately 16,200,- 
000,000. 
Accidents 
Increased 
roughly 
four and one-half percent, only 
half the amount of increase In 
deaths. But records showed an 
increase of 28 per cent In drivers 
involved In fatal collisions who 
were driving at unsafe speeds. 


Drnklng drivers in' fatal acci- 
dents Increased 25 per cent, and 
deaths among drinking pedestrians 
gained more than 35 per cent. 


The number of traffic law vio- 


lations figuring in all type acci- 
dents Increased more than 20 per- 
cent.Where Increase* Occurred 


Increases were shown In fatal 


collisions 
with 
pedestrians, be- 


tween trains and motor vehicles, 
between bicycles and motor ve- 
hicles. Reductions 
occurred in 


collisions 
between vehicles 
and 
with fixed objects. Little change 
was shown In trie number of fa- 
talities resulting from overturning, 
running off road, and other non- 
collision accidents. 


Accidents increased In cities, on 


highways and on roads, decreas- 
ing slightly in towns of less than 
2,500 population. Deaths, however, 
increased 
In all those brackets, 
and the greatest increases were 
on highways and roads.

"widespread and general, follow- 
ing closely the ratios of popula- 
tion density and vehicular travel. 


"Selective enforcement has elim- 


inated virtually all the state's ex-

seems to be a fair statement of the 
position. 
Britain enters the New 
Year 
with a steadily Increasing strength 
which gives her confidence to face 
a Germany whose might undoubt- 
edly has reached Its apex. 
The 
British task of arming has pro- 
gressed so well that Churchill says 
"by efforts now being made and 
by the great supplies which are 
reaching and will reach us from 
the United States, we hope we 
shall become well armed during 
1941." 


That is two years sooner than 
most experts had expected a few 
months agn—a remarkable achieve- 
ment. Germany, as Churchill point- 
ed out .reached the 
culminating 


point of production at the end of 
last year. 


The Anglo-allied victories over 
the Italians in the Mediterranean 
area have completely altered the 
picture in that vital zone, and vast- 
ly Increased the allied chances of 
winning the war.
